The July average

giouing corn crop is below tue teu-yeai 
average at ttie (.•onesponding period, and 
the planted aiea ia 4oO,iiUO acres lest 
than that ol last year; but Statistician 
Brown, of the New Yolk Produce Ex- 
change, calculates that the condition 
sun' acreage estimates of the Federal 
UeiHuiuieut oE Agriculture up to July 1 
puinli-d to a possible yield of 2,09b,(inO,- 
0011 bushels, or ouly 7,000,oO» bushels 
short of the production ot 1900. 
The 


piospect, however, has been considerably 
impaired since the date ol the Govern 
input's compilation of the Juue reports, 
aud a continuance o£ the scorching 
winds and drought which have prevailed 
in many localities for several weeks past 
would matenally reduce the possible 
yield. Under the most favorable, con- 
ditions hereafter it is leasonably certain 
tl'.at the corn production of the piesent 
aeasun will be considerably below the 
2,UUti,OUO,000 uiaik. 
In connection with 


a moderate yield there will be also a 
comparatively light reserve from 
the 


last ci op, as the big consumption aud 
large exports of the p,:st two years have 
absorbed the bulk of the successive 
ciops. 


Fortunately, the wheat yield,will be 


enormous, and the surplus of tho latter 
ceieal will partially compensate for any 
defii'ieucy now indicated m the outturn 
of corn. But dear corn means dear 
meats aud diminished exports both of 
the ceieal aud the products ot which it 
is the food basis; and for the sake ot 
producers aud the general business of 
the country it may be fervently hoped 
that timely rains aud coohug winds will 
come in time to prevent the further 
blighting o£ the crop, if uot, indeed, to 
partially undo the damage that has been 
ahe.idy begun. 


A pension official in Washington has 


been trying to figure how loug it will be 
before the national pension roll comes to 
an end. 
He practically admits that he is 


unable to solve tbe pioblem, owing to

During that year the names of -13,33-1 
pensioners were dropped from the list, 
but this was moie than offset by the 
45,344 that were added, 4,099 of these 
be'mg names restored that had been 
previously dropped for various reasons.

increase at all aud an annualaverage de- 
crease of 43,UOO a year, the pension roll 
would be exhausted iu about twenty- 
three years, or m 1924.

The Governor on Thursday signed tho 


Congressional apportionment bill, which 
increases the number of Congressmen from 
thirty to thirty-two to conform with the 
Federal apportionment. 
Under the new 


apportionment there will be no Congress- 
men-at-Large. 
Philadelphia and Alle- 


gheny counties are each given an addi- 
tional Congressman by the act. 
There 


will be no election under the new appor- 
tionment until 1902, and the Congressmen 
then chosen will begin their terms in 
March, 1903. 
This law gives the Demo- 


crats but three generally Democratic dis- 
tricts. They are the York-Adams, Beike- 
Lehigh aud Norfchampton-Monroe-Carbon- 
Pike districSa. 


Governor Stone on Thursday vetoed the 


bill providing for the relief of indigent 
Union soldiers, sailors and marines and 
the indigent wives, widows and minor 
children of indigent or deceased Union sol- 
diers, aailora or marines by the levying of 
a tax of one tenth of one mill by county 
commissioners, which fund was to he dis- 
tributed by soldiers' relief committees and 
commissions. 


"The enactment of thin bill," says the 


Governor, "would create a soldiers' pauper 
list and would place this honorable class of 
our citizenship in the position of objects of 
charity, and I am sure that the old sol- 
diers and those dependent upon them 
would very properly resent soch action. 
In addition to this, the tax thus levied 
would be so small that fully one-half of it 
would be eaten up by the coat of collection 
and quite a proportion of the balance by 
the committees and commissions iu the 
various wards, townships, boroughs and 
counties charged with its distribution. It 
is needless to say that I am in favor of all 
legislation which will benefit the soldiers, 
sailors and marines, but I do not consider 
that this is a measure in their interest." 


Other billa vetoed were aa follows : t)i 


recting county commiesiouera to take, 
maintain and assume control of township 
and boiough biidges over forty feet iu 
length ; regulating the manufacture and 
sale of boiled or process butter—a similar 
bill waa approved Wednesday by the Gov- 
ernor ; authorizing the Auditor General to 
re-settle the bills for advertising the mer- 
cantile appraisers' lists for the year one 
thousand tune hundred iu certain cases. 


The Governor approved the Ford com- 


pulsory education bill. This measure re- 
peals the acts of 1SU5 and 18U3, although it 
is in many respects similar to those lawa. 
The bill providua for the attendance and 
for reports of attendance of children in 
schools and for the enumeration of chil- 
dren for that purpose. It provides also for 
the appointment of attendance officers, de- 
fines their powers and duties and fixes 
their compensation.

By a pernicious custom this ma^y 
cantains nearly all the acts appropriating 
the State's money ; for it haa become the 
practice of both Senate and House to put 
the appropriations through with a rush 
during the closing days of the session, 
when there is uo opportunity for that 
careful 
and 
deliberate 
consideration 


which they should receive. 


Tbe House of Represenativea passes 


nearly- all thete bills just as they come 
from ita Committee on Appropntioua, and 
the Senate rarely makes chaugea, except 
to increase the amount allowed by the 
other brauchea. The Governor is given 
by the Constitution 30 aecular day-i after 
the Legislature adjourns for tbe considera- 
tion of these measures, and in that time 
lit must approve or veto a gieat numoei of 
bills, which in the aggregate disburse the 
entire income of the State of Pennsylvania 
for tbe next two years, and whose groaa 
amount sometimes, ae in the present in- 
stance, far exceeds that income. 


His action ia final, as nothing can be 


passed over his veto, and there 
IB thus 


lodged iu the Executives pouer over the 
pubic fundfi much greater than thelramerd 
of the Constitution intended to put in the 
hands of one man. 


Under our system there are four classes 


of disbursing laws. First is the General 
Appropriation bill, a very cornpeliensive 
measure, making provision lor the execu- 
tive, legislative aud judicial branches of 
the Government, aud also for part of the 
public schools, which draw annually &5,- 
000,000 or $6,000,000 
from 
the 
State 


Treasury. Such a bill as this ia, oi couiee, 
absolutely necessary. 
Without it the 


machinery of government would come to 
a stop. Some of its items providing for 
sinecures are unecessary and eorne are 
extravagant. 


The second class of bills are those which 


provide for the penitentiaries, insane 
hospitals aud other penal or custodial in- 
stitutions owned and entirely managed by 
the State. 


A separate act ia enacted for each of these 


carrying enough money for two yeais' 
support supplemented by a per capita 
allowancB for the insane. These appro- 
priations are necessary and, in the main, 
judiciously made. 


The third claes provides for the support 


of institutions which do what is commonly 
considered State work, but which are

ABOUT THE FARM. 


DIFFERENT 
MATTERS 
IN 
WHICH 


FARMER 
IS INTERESTED. 


THE 


Some of the summer crops are injured 


by drought every year, but late in the 
summer rai us sometimes come regularly ; 
that is, at intervals which do not permit 
of excessive dryness. 
Such plants as 


sweet potatoes and melons can endure 
longer periods of dry weather than some 
o hers, but much depends on the work of 
the grower. No weeds must be allowed 
to grow near plants in the rows, as more 
moisture is taken from the soil by weeds 
than by some crops. 
Cabbage plants 


should be worked often, as they thrive 
all the better by frequent cultivation, 
and it should be the rule to kill every 
white butterfly, as they are the parents 
of the cabbage worms. Much of the in- 
jury from droughts could be reduced if 
the farmer would keep the surface' soil 
always loose. 


While the matted row system for 


strawberries is preferred by the majority 
of growers, yet ii will be an advantage to 
train the flrst runners to grow in the 
rows, aud not have the rows very wide, 
by cutting off the late runners that ap- 
pear. 


Potato beetles are easily destroyed by 


the use of paria green, and they also have 
many natural enemies. It is surprising, 
therefore, how they come every ye.ir in 
such large numbers, which may be due 
to the delays in destroying them. If a 
few beetles appear no consideration is 
given the fact, and they are thus allowed 
some opportunity to multiply. 
Every 


beetle destroyed early in the season or as 
soon as it puts in an appearance will re- 
duce the work necessary iu destroying 
insiny of them that might appear but for 
systematic effort with the beetles that 
appear early. 


The cleaning of cows by using the 


brush and currycomb on them, as well as 
giving them a scrubbing aud rinsing 
with a sprayer may appear as a Wiste of 
labor to those who have never tried the 
plan, but if cows were so treated the re 
fault would be more milk and butter, as 
th? cows would be more comfortable. 
It 


is more important to brush cows than 
holies, as the dirt from cows easily tiuds 
its way into the milk. 


The growing of trees, whether foi fruit 


or shade, is growing a crop, and the trees 
deserve rich soil, care and fertilizer.

-Every weed that grows near another 
plant takes from the soil the elements for 
the support of that plant and appro- 
priates moisture that may be desirable. 
The best remedy for drought is thorough 
cultivation, which destroys weeds aud 
prevents escape of moisture.

The pasture is important for poultry as 


•well as for animals. During spiiiig and 
early summer, when the fowls can secure 
an abundance of insect food, us well as a 
variety of «reeu substances, the produc- 
tion of eggs is greater than at auy other 
season of the year, but when drought in- 
jures grass there is less opportunity for 
ttie fowls to secure a large proportion of 
the required materials for egg produc- 
tion. They should during the periods of 
scarcity of grass be given a mess at night, 
which should not consist of grain only. 
Meat.out bone and cooked potatoes thick- 
ened with braii will be relished. 
To 


eveiy quart of bran used may be added 
two ounces of Unseed meal, which will 
also be relished by all kinds of poultry. 


It is claimed that the limit to the pro- 


duction of auy crop is far beyond that 
now conceived of, and that the future 
will bring into practice methods of culti- 
vation not now known, the results being 
larger crops, with less labor, and without 
loss of fertility of the soil. 


Tomatoes that have not grown satisfac- 


torily should ba treated with a small 
quantity oE nitrate of soda scattered 
aiouud the plants. As soon as a rain 
comes and dissolves the uitr.ite the plants 
will make rapid grow til. A small quan- 
tity of sulphate cf potash and superphos- 
phate will also prove beneficial.
